place cinema-going in the category 
of a rare treat for their children. It 
is obvious that the vast majority of 
parents do not fully appreciate the 
extent to which young minds may 
be moulded by the film. The 
houses known to the children as 
“the tuppenny flicks” receive the 
patronage of something like 300 
youngsters apiece every afternoon, 
which means total daily attendances 
of nearly 4,000. At 2.45 or 3 p.m. 
those second-rate cinemas come to 
life—fifty or sixty frail wisps of 
humanity begin to trail into a 
pathetic queue, barefoot, thin’ and 
poorly clad. The talk is excited, 
hushed with expectancy. '

They decided whether his 
work was good or bad by extremely 
wings standards. a painting 
could .be said to give a fair repre- 
sentation of the subject it.set out 
to represent, or if in some way it 
appealed to the senses, it was a 
good painting. The thing was as 
simple as that. ne 
e next stage in man’s artistic 
development necessitated the. intro- 
duction of a race of middle-men. 
This artistic middleman, known as 
the critic, was largely an inter- 
reter. Art had begun to stray so 
ar from the realms of common 
experience that fhe ordinary man 
required an ate, explanation 
of what it was all about. . It was 
quite a convenient arrangement. 
The artist, no longer in direct com- 
munication with his audience 
gained somewhat in stature, and 
the system provided congenial 
employment for people of artistic 
temperament, incapable of writing, 
painting or composing. 

Unfortunately, the thing did not 
end there. The business of art con- 
tinued to grow more and more 
complex until, in order to keep up 
with the artists, the critics, too, be- 
gan to soar above the heads of the 
ordinary people. This, in its turn, 
necessitated the introduction of yet 
another race of middle-men, 
critics who could interpret 
the critics who were themselves 
interpreting the artist. That is the 
way things are at present; but, for 
all we know, it may be only the 
beginning. Before long the man 
in the street may be getting his ar 
seventeenth hand. 

All this arises out of an intro- 
duction to the work of Herbert 
Read, edited by Henry Treece, and 
published by Faber and Faber. For 
Mr. Read is both artist and critic. 
Not only that, but he is an artist 
who at some times requires inter- 
pretation, and a critic who at many 
times requires interpretation. In 
this volume we have a few examples 
of the work of Mr. Read, we have 
an article by H: W. Hausermann 
on his poetic work, and we have 
an article by E. H. Ramsden on 
Mr. Read’s philosophy of art, a 
large part of which deals with his 
standards of criticism. So that here 
we have a fine example of a cycle 
which would only be completed by 
articles written by Mr. Read on Mr. 
Hausermann as poetry critic, and 
Mr. Ramsden as critic critic. 

It has been said that interna- 
tional finance not only is not under- 
stood by anybody, but could not 
be understood by anybody; how- 
ever, since the people who could, 
as it were, let this particular cat 
out of its@particular bag are the 
very ones who stand to gain most 
by keeping it there, truth is un- 
likely to prevail. There appears 
to be every danger of a similar 
state of affairs arising with regard 
to modern art!

This was the root from which the 
finest, flower of Shan _ Bullock’s 
writing sprang and blossomed.

Outwardly he was a ‘civil servant, 
diligent, responsible, successful.

It was only 
when he wrote as an exile, an exile 
from his homeland, an exile from 
the fairyland of youth, that he drew 
living waters from the very depths 
of his soul.

You have only 
to compare their works with his to 
feel how light are their senti- 
mentality and insincerity when 
weighed in’ the balance with the 
Irishman’s stern truth and rectitude. 


Autobiography 
At their best, the Scots 

writers merely produced profitable 
journalese. Bullock, at his highest 
ave his country the pure gold o 
iterature. The sole profit that he 
reaped was the consciousness that he 
had given of his best. Some of the 
deepest of his writing is to be found 
in his autobiographic volume, 
“ After Sixty Years.” It deals with 
his one great subject, his early life 
On the shores of Erne. In it he 
not only paints the scenery which 
he loved, but subjects the people of 
that land to’ a close and sympathetic 
scrutiny. Here his mental integrity, 
his detachment from party prejudice, 
his passion for truth, are admirably 
- ayed. 

do not think the book had any 
great success; | doubt if it ever went 
into a second edition.

SOME months ago an enthusiastic 
B ager one pointed out that 
G. K. Chesterton was the author of 
one hundred and three books. This 
announcement must have surprised 
some quiet and innocent admirers of 
that famous man of letters. No 
doubt it was his love of truth which 
caused Chesterton to think and 
write so hastily. But it is an ironical 
paradox that this challenger 
of the modern world, with all its 
speed and mass production, should 
have helped to feed so regularly the 
machines which he despised. 


Reaction 


During the last few years the 
reputation of Chesterton as a writer 
has suffered from reaction. Can the 
wit and wasteful genius scattered 
through so many volumes compen- 
sate for their haste and volubility? 
Is there not something monstrous in 
the vanity of an author who expects 
us, despite the brevity of our own 
lives, to read one hundred and three 
books from his pen? An eminent 
English critic complained recently 
of, Chesterton’s confident lack of 
scholarship, and certainly an author 
who wrote one hundred and three 
books could have little time in 
which to ponder, reflect and com- 
plete his education. The possibility 
of a serious decline in Chesterton's 
reputation concerns us in this 
country; for to many of us his 
humorous  sallies’ and brilliant 
passes have been a good defence 
stat modern ideas and the un- 
pleasant notions of scientists. Ches- 
terton saved us the trouble of 
examining these ideas personally, 
and his conclusions were labour- 
saving, for they were contained 
in attractive essays, diverting 
verses Snd amusing detective stories. 


that Chesterton was a superficia 
thinker, it is difficult to avoid the 
horror suspicion that his work 
showed symptoms of twentieth 
century restlessness and impatience. 

It is embarrassing when the 
famous personalities of our time are 
caught without their legend. The 
first occasion on which I heard 
Chesterton speaking in public was 
in Dublin a few years after the 
Rising. He had come over, not in 
his own right as a poet and literary 
man, but as a semi-official repre- 
sentative of higher or lower 
politics. The afternoon audience in 
the old Theatre Royal was polite 
and sympathetic, and the bald- 
headed chairman, whose name | 
have forgotten, spoke in suave and 
ingratiating tones. Suddenly, amid 
all the polite unreality of the- pro- 
ceedings, the unexpected happened.

political speech, and the Chairman 
was assuring him of our agreement 
with all that he had said, when a 
voice rang out in complete denial 
from the darkness of the upper 
gallery and echoed from tier to 
tier. It was not the brawling voice 
of an unseemly interrupter, but a 
deep, musical voice, the voice of a 
poet. The audience and those on the 
stage listened in pom astonish- 
ment, as if Ireland itself were re- 
buking them. Chesterton blinked 
anxiously through his glasses, and, 
in the seconds of silence that 
followed when that unknown voice | 
had ceased, the evident confusion 
of the bald-headed Chairman 
deepened the general _embarrass- 
ment. Nervously roi É his | 
own voice, he indicated that, before 
the meeting concluded, Mr. Chester- 
ton would make a few final re- 
marks. But those passionate and 
eloquent sentences which had run 

through the darkness had shatter 

the mood of the afternoon. 
Chesterton’s concluding remarks 
were vague and dispirited. It 
was only too evident that the 
audience wanted to hurry to its 
trams. Chesterton spent only a 
fortnight in Ireland, but a few 
months later. published the usual 
book about the Itish problem. I 
turned to it with some curiosity, 
but there was no mention in it of 
that disconcerting moment when the 
oet, Joseph Campbell, spoke to 

im out of the darkness, above so 
many embarrassed heads. 

The immense energy of Chesterton 
was reflected in the legend of his 
personality, which persisted long 
after he had repented his Fleet 
street nights. His vision of a Merrie 
England captured the imagination 
of the younger genefation, and, 
when I first ventured into the public- 
houses of Chelsea, enthusiastic 
eagerly destroying their 
digestion with synthetic r, were 
still pounding the tables and recitin 
those rhymes and catches in whic 
the t had celebrated the joys of 
medizval drinking. So powerful 
was the legend that, in the late 
evening, it required but a pinch of 
fancy to see the vast genial form 
of the poet himself emerge through 
tobacco smoke among those 
gesticululing youngsters of the 
twentieth century. Yet the legend 
was itself a paradox, for in those 
years Chesterton was as closely 
soe at Beaconsfield as Swin- 

urne had been at Putney. 
Disciples 

The other side of the Chesterton 
legend Wus much more respectable. 

eek after week groups of earnest- 
minded people met to discuss the 
problems of Distributism, and spread 
the social teachings of their vanished 
leader. Chesterton was still to them 
the fearless defender of the small 
man against all tyranny, the hater of 
great, ugly systems, the watchful 

vardian of those rights-of-way 
own which the nonconformist 
mind can stray. I happened to 
be present on one occasion at 
Essex Hall when there was great 
excitement. After long absence, 
the Master himself was coming 
specially to hold debate with a 
socialist. The socialist was elderly, 
exact in his information, scrupulous, 
and possessed by a passion for 
justice. Chesterton was obvious! 
delighted with his escape from his 
country seclusion. He gambolled 
and romped mentally around his 
unfortunate opponent, enjoying him- 
self hugely. en came the un- 
expected anti-climax. The entire 
audience, despite its loyalty to the 
Master, was stirred by a

The Government made an Order on Ith 
instant requiring any Irish residents owing 
debts to persons or firms in Germany to 
furnish particulars of the debts to the 
Department of Finance, within 21 days from 
the date of the Order in the case of existing 
debts, and “within 21 days from the date 
the debt becomes due in the case of other 
debts. The word “debt” is defined as 
including any debt due under a commercial 
and other contract, rents and bank balances, 
and the Order applies to all such debts 
which had not become statute barred before 
3rd September, 1939. 

The Order authorises the Minister for 
Finance to require, by notice served by him 
on the Irish debtor, the payment to him 
of the amount of any such debt, and 
requires the Minister to give a receipt for 
any sum so paid to him, and, under the 
Order. any such receipt will operate ‘and 
have effect as if it were a receipt from the 
German creditor.

The exhibition of Modern Con- 
tinental Art, organised by the 
Friends of the National Collections, 
was opened in Dublin on Thurs- 
day. + Yesterday our art critic gave 
an account of some of the works 
exhibited. This is the conclusion 
of his article: — 

There are four sombrely flaming 
works by Rouault to confirm the 
profound impression created by the 
wonderful “Christ et le Soldat,” 
which raised such acute controversy 
two years ago and which is one of 
the three or four greatest things in 
the present exhibition. And Bonnard, 
the founder with Vuillard of 
intimisme, appears here not only as 
an artist who can lift domestic 
sentiment to Parnassus but as a 
great landscape painter. A fine 
Dérain reminds us that the spirit of 
Poussin still walks the French world 
of. art, and the three admirable 
Marie Laurencins include an en- 
chanting “Girl with Rose,” which 
matches even Madame . Vigée 
Lebrun’s lovely portrait of Queen 
Marie Antoinette at Versailles. A 
gleaming early Braque will surprise 
lovers of the master’s soberly 
coloured later meditations, and three 
Segonzacs include a “Ferme get 
Peupliers,” which gives some hint of 
the qualit that makes __ the 
illustrator of the “ Georgics ” one of 
the noblest. minds, as well as the 
greatest water-colour artist, in the 
world to-Zay.

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THE SENATE 


With the publication of the 
names of the Taoiseach’s eleven 
nominees—irreverently known as 


Senate is complete. Some of our 
readers may. take the view that 
the less said about it the better; | 
and, in a way, we are inclined to 
agree with them. On the other 
hand, we feel it to be our duty 
to make certain observations on 
the whole system of election to 
the Senate in general, and on the 
composition of the new Senate in 
particular. Let us first deal with 
the latter aspect of the case. 
When, some years, ago, Mr. de 
Valera, having secured.a majority 
in Dail Eireann, decided to 
abolish the Senate, chiefly because 
he was unable to bend it to his 
will, widéspread indignation was 
felt among those sections of the 
people that think, at all about 
political affairs.. The old Senate 
had its faults. . The case could 
be made against it that .it con- 
tained an unnecessarily large pro- 
portion of citizens who might be 
described as members of “the 
ascendancy.” In some respects 
it was inelastic. In its efforts to 
hold the almost revolutionary 
tendencies of the Dail in check, it 
sometimes gave the impression 
that it was reactionary; but, taken 
by and large, it was a good 
Senate, in its way far more truly 
representative of that Irish nation 
which is the ideal of every 
patriot than the Dail, which was 
the exclusive preserve of party 
politicians. When Mr. de Valera 
got rid of it, his artatrary move 
was resented by large numbers of 
the people who, by no stretch of 
the imagination, could be accused 
of sympathy with reaction, or 
“the old gang.” There was a 
general belief that almost any 
kind of Senate would be better 
than none. The Irish people, on 
the whole, are jeaious of. their 
national Parliament, and they 
realise from the example of other 
countries that a unicameral legis- 
lature almost invariably represents 
a half-way house towards dictator- 
ship. Evidently, Mr. de Valera 
was impressed by the volume of 
opposition that he met when he 
abolished the original Senate, and 
be decided to mend his hand. 
The result was the new Senate, 
which was supposed to be a body 
constituted mainly on vocational 
principles. The Senate which has 
just been elected is the third of 
its kind; and we do not hesitate 
to say that if the Taoiseach in a 
fit of pique, or for any other 
reason, should decide to abolish 
it to-morrow, few tears would be 
shed. What Irishman with a 
genuine interest in his country 
could be proud of the assembly 
of sixty “grave and reverend 
signiors”’ that will meet in 
Leinster House on Friday next. 
What, if anything, does it 
represent? What general title 
does it possess to distinction or 
to national eminence? The 
answers to these questions must 
be beyond the wit of man to 
supply. 

The whole idea of the Senate, 
as we see it, is to provide a 
deliberative and contemplative 
body of men and women that will 
tend, in some degree, to puta 
brake on the political impetuosity 
of the Dail. The Senate has no 
real power; but the Constitution 
enables it to expose legislation to 
a more searching and intelligent 
Criticism than is possible in the 
Lower House. The idea of a 
‘vocational Senate. in itself, is not 
bad; but to what extent is our 
Second House/ worthy of this 
title? Let us examine one case 
alone—that of the _ so-called 
Cultural and Educational Panel. 
One of the candidates for this 
panel was Dr. Richard Irvine 
Best, Director of the National 
Library, and probably one of the 
half-a-dozen most distinguished of 
living Irish scholars. In the elec- 
tion, Dr. Best did not receive a 
single first preference vote. 
Doubtless, he has no “ national 
record ” in the popularly accepted 
sense of the term; in its proper 
sense, his national record prob- | 
ably is higher than that of any 
other man who stood for the 
election. The Taoiseach’s right to 
nominate eleven members of the 
Senate gave Mr. de Valera a 
chance to repair this glaring 
anomaly. He did not choose to 
take it. We agree wholeheartedly 
that the Senate ought not to be ad 
kind of pensioned refuge for can- 
didates who have been defeated at 
general elections, and @ fortiori 
that the Taoiseach ought not to 
present seats as consolation prizes 
to persons who have failed to 
secure election to the Senate itself. 
Mr. de Valera’s list, however, 
does happen to include unsuc- 
cessful candidates; and for. this 
reason we cannot understand how 
he can have overlooked the claims 
of Dr. Best. In our opinion, the 
whole system of election to the 
Senate has been reduced to the 
absurd. From the beginning, it 
was a tortuous and entangled 
system, lending itself to all sorts 
of abuses and sharp practices. 
With the exception of the Labour 
Panel, sight seems to have been 
lost completely of the vocational 
idea, and .it would be farcical to 
describe the new Senate as a 
vocational body. It is neither fish, 
flesh nor fowl; it-is not even a 
good red-herring. From the list 
of defeated candidates—even 
from that of those who could not 
secure a single first preference 
vote—a far more representative, 
and, indeed, presentable, Second 
Chamber could be formed. Prob-. 
sbly another Senate election will 
not be held for five years. May.

Music in Dublin 

The summer affords a profitable 
opportunity. for the contempla- 
tion of many things in the 
musical world: Throughout the 
months from May to October 
musical societies are in a 
state of suspended animation, and 
musicians recruit their energies in 
whatever is the opposite of 
hibernation. The time is favour- 
able, therefore, for a review of 
the previous season’s activities, 
and for a few pious wishes and 
stern admonitions concerning the 
season to come. The continued 
interest in the symphony concerts 
given by the Radio Eireann 
Orchestra has been, the most 
notable feature of Dublin’s 
musical life in 1943-44, It took 
a good deal of enterprise to 
establish the concerts in the 
first place; it took a good 
deal of ‘courage to transfer 
them from the comfortable safety 
of a full Mansion House to the 
much larger Capitol Theatre; and 
both decisions have been justified 
fully. Nevertheless, one must 
inquire whether it was really 
necessary to make the concerts 
so long. The answer is probably 
that the price of the seats could 
not be reduced in any case, and 
that the public must be given 
value for its money. Only the 
hardiest concert-goer, however, 
asks for value to the extent of two 
and a half or three hours of music. 
Very few members of a Dublin 
audience are capable of the un- 
broken concentration needed to 
enjoy an overture, a long con- 
certo, and Beethoven’s Ninth 
Symphony in a single Bfternoon. 
One hour’s intelligent listening is 
the most that the majority can 
manage—a conductor may think 
himself lucky if he holds his 
house for an hour and a half; 
and for this majority the keen 
edge of pleasure is blunted 
by the remainder of the concert. 
Shorter concerts would evoke 
far more genuine appreciation 
than the marathons which a few 
of last season’s performances 
became. There seems to be a 
definite opening for a musical 
society which would learn the 
lessons of brevity and con- 
venience—which would organise, 
for instance, lunch-time concerts, 
lasting only about half an hour 
apiece, in a hall near the centre 
of the city. The details would call 
for some thought. It would be 
necessary to supply food—coffee 
and sandwiches, at least—on the 
premises; it would be necessary 
to keep the charge for each con- 
cert down to a shilling or one 
and sixpence a head. Apart from 
the excellent, but not inexpensive, 
recitals of the Royal Dublin 
Society, chamber music is rarely 
heard in Dublin. A lunch-time 
concert society, engaging Irish 
musicians only, ought to be able 
to fill the gap with satisfactory 
performances at a low cost.

. When I was a very small boy. 
not long after the Boer War, I used 
to see a very big boy leaning across 
the bridge over the Bandon. River, 
in the ,ittle village of Ballineen, 
in West Cork. I stood in some 
awe of that boy; for, as I have 
said, I was terribly small, and he- 
was terribly big. Besides. he was 
a son of the local parson, the Rec- 
tor ‘of Ballymoney; and in those 
days I had a tremendous respect for 
parsops. 

That boy’s name was Esmé Stuart 
Lennox Robinson. He always was 
known as Stuart. I did not hear 
much of him again, having been 
out of Ireland for a‘considerable 
period, until I came back to Lon- 
don from the Paris Peace Con- 
ference, when, quite by chance, I 
saw on a play-bill that the Abbey 
Company was appearing in “ The 
Whiteheaded Boy,” by one Lennox 
Robinson, 

I wondered if the successful play- 
wright was the Esmé St Lennox 
of Ballineen days. So I set off 
to the theatre to find out. And, 
sure enough, there he was as large 
as, indeed larger than, life, and I 
never enjoyed anything more than 
that play. | 


A Great Show 


To my mind, that production saw 
the Abbey at its best. Arthur Sin- 
clair was there. So was Sally 
Allgood, and her- sister, Maire 
O'Neill, who had married the 
famous George H. Mair, dramatic 
critic of the Manchester Guardian. 
and, I believe, a sort of cousin of 
my own. The Whiteheaded Boy 
himself was: played, so far as I can 
remember, by Arthur (the Boss) 
Shields, whose brother, Barry Fitz- 
erald, was to make such a name 
or himself afterwards in the 
O’Casey shows. 

The play was a great success in 
London, affording welcome relief 
from the “stagey” and artificial 
shows of the West End.

He also has an exquisite 
sense of dramatic comedy.» I do 
not think I have ever laughed so 
heartily as I laughed the first time 
I saw “Drama at Inish”; except, 
possibly, when during the present 
Abbey controversy, | read Mr. 
Robinson’s deathless remark: “Of 
course, I never read the Irish

I also visited a trotting race, this 
time along the public roads in St.

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An Old Specialty

Some of the best of them 
were the property of the Nolan 
family, the leading representative of 
which at present is Mr. Pat Nolan, 
the well-known Dublin businessman, 
who was captain of Delgany Golf 
Club a couple of years back, and 
is an exceedingly “ sticky” player to 
run up against in competition. 

Mr. Nolan is one of those hor- 
ribly energetic persons who make 
one feel about a hundred years of 
age. Quite regularly he cycles from 
Dublin to Delgany, plays an arduous 
eighteen holes over the hilly course, 
and then cycles gaily home again, 
usuajly having collected ir the 
meantime most of my spare cash in 
an encounter across the card table. 

Kilcoole is only a stone’s throw 
from Delgany. For a man of Mr. 
Nolan’s calibre it is not even that; 
so I shall not be at all surprised if 
I find him casting the appraising eye 
of an expert over the competing 
animals to-morrow afternoon. 


A Popular Priest 

This reminds me, by the way, that 
the Rev. Joseph Howe, C.C., has 
transferred from Del- 
gany to Glasnevin—the parish, 
not the graveyard! Father 
Howe, who has been Chaplain to 
the local Carmelite Convent for 
the last three years, has made 
himself widely-known and _ gene- 
rally popular in the whole 
district. He is a young man of 
engaging personality, an exceedingly 


hard worker, and a priest who gives 


of his best, to the people under his 
charge. He was educated, I under- 
stand, in the Propaganda College in 
Rome, and was a -curate in 
Kimmage before he came to 
Delgany. : 

Actually, Father Howe has been 
attached to the Parish of: Kilquaid 
because, strangely enough, there is 
no Roman Catholic Church in Del- 
gany. I am open to correction, but I 
should imagine that Delgany is the 
only sizeable village in Southern 
Ireland that is without a Catholic 
church. There is, of course, a 
chapel in the convent, but the 
nearest churches are at Greystones 
and Kilquaid, both more than two 
miles away. 


Bus Conductors ' 

Another word on behalf of the 
bus conductors. During the present 
holiday season and hot weather, 
these public servants are having a 
trying time. They are being 
expected to pour quarts of pas- 
sengers into pint buses, and I am 
afraid that members of the travel- 
ling public do not always show their 
appreciation of the patience and 
good-temper with which these men 
tackle their daily jobs. 

For this reason, I was glad 
to see the other days that 
a recalcitrant passenger ‘had 
been fined under an Emergency 
Powers Order because he refused to 
obey the instructions of a bus con- 
ductor, and hindered him in the 
course of his duty. The prosecu- 
tion was undertaken not by the 
Transport Company, but by the 
police. 

Instances of this kind are far too 
frequent. Police regulations are 
strict, and it is grossly unfair to 
expect a conductor to run the risk 
of serious accidents by packing pas- 
sengers into his bus like so many 
Sardines. The conductors rarel 
lose their tempers, although, in a 
conscience, they often have sore 
provocation... Furthermore, they 
are exposed to all sorts of petti- 
fogging and sometimes frivolous 
complaints from members of the 
public. And the company, like all 
commercial concerns, works on the 
principle that the customer is 
always right. Personally, I can 
assure Mr. Reynolds that the cus- 
tomer, in the case of the buses, very 
often is wrong. Most people are 
reasonable enough, but there are 
some whose attitude towards the 
conductors is utterly reprehensible,
